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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's independent claim 1 recites a "display 
device comprising a first input terminal for receiving an analog image signal; a second input terminal for receiving a digital image signal." 
Applicant then argues that "nowhere does Kasahara et al. teach within its four corners the input of a digital image signal that corresponds 
to the analog RGB, i.e., as required by Applicant's independent claim 1." However, there is no recitation of this feature in claim 1. In 
response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon 
which applicant relies (i.e., a digital signal that corresponds to the analog RGB) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). Moreover, the last Office Action rejection mailed March 9, 2004 clearly states in the 
rejection of claim 1 that Kasahara teaches a second input terminal in the form of ambient illumination 53 that is in digital form wherein the 
ambient illumination detector 52 receives a signal from the ambient illumination 53, outputs a signal corresponding to ambient illumination, 
and applies it to an image characteristic determining device (see figure 17 at 52, 53, column 22, lines 42-45). Clearly, this reads directly 
on applicant's feature of "a second input termianl for receiving a digital image signal." 
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
